Trout Unlimited to celebrate 50th anniversary

A celebration to mark the first 50 
years of Trout Unlimited, founded 
on the banks of the AuSable River, 
will be held Saturday. | 

A meeting with 16 fishermen and 
conservationists held at George 
Griffith’s Fishing Lodge, “The 
Barbless Hook,” launched — the 
national Trout Unlimited in 
September 1959. The lodge is locat- 
ed just upstream from Wakeley 
Bridge. A year later, 300 people 
attended an organizational meeting 
for Trout Unlimited held at the 
American Legion Lounge and 
Lanes in Grayling. 

The idea to create Trout 
Untimited actually came. from 
George Mason, an auto executive 
who donated 1,500 acres of land on 


the South Branch of the AuSable 
River to the state now known as the 
Mason Tract. Mason, who was trea- 
surer for a Ducks Unlimited 
Chapter, approached Griffith with 
the plan to start a similar conserva- 
tion organization dedicated to fly- 
fishing and natural trout reproduc- 
tion in 1955. Mason died before see- 
ing the formation of Trout 
Unlimited come to fruition. 

Over the last five decades, Trout 
Unlimited has grown to 140,000 
members strong including over 
7,000 members in Michigan with 
400 chapters around the country. 
Last year volunteers donated 
620,000 hours, working for Trout 
Unlimited stream restoration pro- 
jects, planting trees and teaching 
youth about conservation, to further 
Trout Unlimited's mission. 


From the beginning, Trout 
Unlimited was guided by the princi- 
ple that if we “take care of the fish, 
then the fishing will take care of 
itself.” 

From 10 am. to 7 p.m. on 
Saturday, June 18, the Michigan 
Council of Trout Unlimited is hold- 
ing a party in celebration the first 
50 years of Trout Unlimited in 
Michigan. The Michigan 
Celebration will be held at the 
Department of Natural Resources’s 
Raybum properly on the banks of 
the AuSable River, located about 
two miles east of Grayling off of 
North Down River Road, The event 
is free and open to the public. 
Canoeists, tubers, kayakers and 
other river users are encouraged to 
attend the event.

Crawford County 
District Court Judge Monte 
J. Burmeister slapped a 
Roscommon County man 
convicted of animal abuse 
with an additional 30 hours 
of community service in 
what should be the last 
chapter in the high profile 
case. 

Burmeister ordered 
Lawrence Edward 
Baumgart, 48, to perform 
30 hours of community ser- 
vice at the Roscommon 
County Animal Shelter 
because he did not verify 
the address he was living at 
with the Crawford County 
Probation Office. 

Baumgart was convicted 
of one count of animal- 
abandoning/cruelty after a 
one-day jury trial held in 
June 2007 for the abuse of 
a yellow labrador named 
“Thor.” 

Thor was found on Jan. 
11, 2007, emaciated in a 
carport where Lawrence 
Baumgart's mother, Judith 
Baumgart, lives on Stephan 
Bridge Road. The dog was 
tied to a golf cart with a 
nylon strap. Judith 
Baumgart told Gail Foguth, 
the Crawford County. ani- 
mal control officer, that the 
dog wandered into her 
yard, although she knew 
that her son was looking for 
a dog that he claimed ran 
away from his truck while 
he was plowing snow. 

Baumgart was sentenced 
to serve 30 days in the 
Crawford County Jail, with 


60 days held in abeyance 
pending meeting the condi- 
tions of his probation. 
Debbie Ellison, the pro- 
bation officer for Crawford 
County, requested the pro- 
bation hearing since it was 
unclear what address 
Baumgart was living at 
during some of his proba- 
tion = reporting — dates. 
Specifically, Ellison  testi- 
fied that Baumgart told her 
he was living in a trailer 
located behind a sporting 
goods store off of M-61 in 
Gladwin County in May. In 
August 2008, Baumgart 
reported that he was living 
on Oak Street in Houghton 
Lake. Ellisson said she 
could not verify either 
address with county offi- 
ctals, Previously, 


Baumgrart said he lived off 


of Pine Road in St. Helen. 

Richard Hines, a friend 
of Baumgart’s, said he let 
him stay at each address 
while Baumgrart was on 
probation. Hines said he 
moved from St. Helen 
when he ended his mar- 
riage with ex-wife. 

Hines said he let 
Baumgart stay with him for 
working on his computer 
and doing other favors, 

“He’s helped me out 
several times over the 
years,” Hines said. 

Most recently, authorities 
received information that 
Baumgart was staying in a 
trailer located off of 
Duprey Drive, a private 
road located in South 
Branch Township. 
Baumgart claimed he was 


at the trailer, which had 
flooded, making repairs so 
it could be sold. He also 
said he allowed his son to 
play a guitar there so it did 
not bother his mother. 

Gail Foguth, Crawford 
County’s animal control 
officer, said she investigat- 
ed a complaint when she 
was contacted about a dog 
being seen in Baumgart’s 
van at the Glen’s 
Roscommon. Foguth said 
she could confirm licenses 
for any dogs registered in 
Roscommon or Gladwin 
Counties to Lawrence or 
Judith Baumgart. A neigh- 
bor on Duprey Drive 
reported that Baumgrart 
and his son were stying 
there during Foguth’s 
investigation. 

Ellison said that having 
an accurate address was 
critical to Baumgart’s pro- 
bation since he was ordered 
not own or possess dogs 
during the two-year term. 

Bumeister said 
Baumgart’s failure to com- 
ply with the address report- 
ing requirement “defied 
logic,” but did not believe it 
was a clear contempt to 
skirt his other probation 
conditions. 

On July 10, Baumgrart 
paid $4,204.83 in fines and 
court costs, which included 
$2,761.92 in restitution 
paid to the AuSable Valley 
Animal Shelter and 
Grayling Hospital for 
Animals for the care of 
Thor. 

Cheryl Postma, director 
of the AuSable Valley 


Animal Shelter, had cared 
for Thor at her home after 
he was discovered by 
Foguth. Thor developed 
congestive heart disease. 
Postma made the difficult 
decision to have Thor euth- 
anized in October 2007, 
when his condition wors- 
ened to the point of contin- 
uous pain and discomfort. 

A fund at the AuSable 
Valley Animal Shelter, 
called “Thor's Fund,” was 
established in the dog’s 
honor to help pay for vet- 
erinary expenses for ani- 
mals in need of medical 
attention. 

Postma — emphatically 
said that AuSable Valley 
Animal Shelter officials 
and volunteers did not want 
Baumgart to perform his 
community service at the 
shelter. 

“We are very pleased the 
honorable Judge 
Burmeister reiterated the 
importance of adhering to 
the conditions of Mr. 
Baumgart's sentence and 
probation,” said Sharon 
Priebe, shelter board presi- 
dent. ‘Justice has been 
served, but only to the 
extent of the existing ani- 
mal abuse and cruelty laws. 
When someone starves a 
dog to the brink of death, 
keeps it lying in its own 
waste, then leaves it to 
freeze in the brutal cold of 
January, a felony charge is 
much more suitable than 
just a state misdemeanor. 
The laws need to change to 
fit this horrendous, 
unthinkable crime.”

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THE FIELD of candidates for 
Michigan governor in the 2010 
primaries is growing both smaller 
and larger. 

Secretary of State Terri Lynn 
Land has dropped her candidacy 
for the Republican nomination for 
governor next year, but may still 
be on the ticket. It won’t be for 
secretary of state again either; 
she’s term limited there. 

In withdrawing, Ms. Land 
endorsed Oakland County Sheriff 
Mike Bouchard, a former state leg- 
islator. 

“I believe that with his diverse 
background in the state legislature 
and his administrative experience 
on the county level, (Mike 
Bouchard) will fix Lansing and get 
Michigan back to work,” Ms. Land 
said. 

In tum, Sheriff Bouchard, who 
attended the Land withdrawal ses- 
sion at Kent County GOP head- 
quarters which has been Ms. 
Land’s main political base for 
many years, said she “should be on 
anybody’s short list” for lieutenant 
governor, which could be the quid 
pro quo for Ms. Land’s move. 

If after eight years of a prospec- 
tive Bouchard-Land administra-

tion in Lansing, Ms. Land could be 
the logical front runner for the next 
shot at the governor’s chair. 

* * * 

THE MICHIGAN legislature 
has not been a notoriously suc- 
cessful launching pad for the gov- 
emor’s office — notwithstanding 
former Gov, John Engler as a dis- 
tinct contradiction of that theory - 
and a sheriff’s office does not usu- 
ally evoke exceptional administra- 
tive experience. 

To me it’s not completely clear 
from the published statements why 
Terri Lynn Land is stepping aside, 
although the real motivation prob- 
ably is one of two factors: 

Either she decided she couldn’t 
raise enough money for a sled- 
length campaign effort, or she 
decided she couldn’t win. 

By embracing another candidate 
so early in the campaign ~ the pri- 
mary is still 13 months away — she 
has simultaneously alienated the 
other candidates. 

With her base in Republican- 
rich West Michigan, Ms. Land’s 
endorsement may divert support 
from that sector to the down-state 
candidate, Mr. Bouchard. 

The flip side of that political 


coin is that her withdrawal may 
add to the West Michigan primary 
appeal of US Rep. Peter Hoekstra 
from Ottawa County and thus 
harm Mr. Bouchard’s candidacy in 
the process. 

Ms. Land’s early endorsement 
also can be seen as a dig at 
Attorney General Mike Cox, with 
whom she has worked side by side 
in Lansing for the last eight years. 
Why not Mike Cox instead of 
Mike Bouchard? Is legislative 
experience the difference? 
Probably not. 

* * * 

RICK SNYDER - As this essay 
is prepared, another possible 
Republican candidate for gover- 
nor, businessman Rick Snyder of 
Ann Arbor, remains a potential. 

Mr. Snyder has spent several 
months tramping through 
Michigan to meet and listen to 
Michigan voters, and has indicated 
he would announce his plans by 
mid-July, and there is no more 
mid-July than this week. 

Most followers of Michigan pol- 
itics expect Mr. Snyder to be a full- 
fledged candidate. A former exec- 
utive of Gateway computers, he 
started his own successful venture 


capital business. He’s not been 
active in party politics but is 
prominent in community activities 
in the Ann Arbor area. 

Once he formally starts his cam- 
paign for the Republican nomina- 
tion for governor — if he does — his 
biggest problem will be name 
identity. Of the nearly 9 million 
people in Michigan, probably 8 
million have no idea who he is, let 
alone how he thinks he can help 
Michigan, why he wants to be gov- 
ernor, or what kind of governor he 
might be. 

If Rick Snyder does become an 
avowed candidate, immediately he 
will join the front ranks among 
Republican potentials who already 
have announced their intentions: 


Attorney General Mike Cox, US 


Rep. Peter Hoekstra, Oakland 
Sheriff Michael Bouchard, and 
State Sen. Tom George of 
Kalamazoo. 

For a party that’s been out of 
power in Michigan for eight years, 
that’s a pretty good lineup of pos- 
sible governors — even without 
Secretary of State Terri Lynn Land 
in the mix.

Meanwhile, among Democrats the 
field of announced candidates has 
doubled. 

State Rep. Alma Wheeler Smith 
of Washtenaw County has made 
her formal announcement of can- 
didacy. Ms. Smith served earlier in 
the state senate. She is a graduate 
of University of Michigan, former 
Washtenaw County commissioner 
and legislative staffer. 

The only other avowed 
Democratic candidate so far is Lt, 
Gov. John Cherry, who at this 
point seems to be the favorite of 
most Democratic decision makers. 

Although several other potential 
candidates are regularly men- 
tioned, none has yet exhibited a 
serious yen to get involved, but the 
primary is still 13 months away. 

Certainly after eight years as 
lieutenant governor and another 20 
years in the state legislature, at this 
point Mr. Cherry has a decided 
edge in experience and: public

Last week we studied in 
Romans 9:30,31 that the 
Gentiles who were not reli- 
gious had received the true 
righteousness of God while 
the Jews who were seeking 
righteousness had failed: 
“30What shall we say then? 


That the Gentiles, which fol-- 


lowed not after righteous- 
ness, have attained to right- 
eousness, even the right- 
eousness which is of faith, 
31But Israel, which fol- 
lowed after the law of right- 
eousness, hath not attained 
to the Jaw of righteousness.” 
Now in Romans 9:32 we see 
the cause of their failed reli- 
gion: “32 Wherefore? 
Because they sought it not 
by faith, but as it were by the 
works of the law, For they 
stumbled at that stumbling- 
stone.” They abandoned 
faith in God’s righteousness 
for self-righteousness under 
the law. 

All world religions have 
one thing in common, they 
are based upon pleasing God 
by human works. 
Christianity stands alone 
providing salvation by per- 
sonal faith in the death, bur- 
ial, and resurrection of Jesus 
Christ for our gins. The 
religion of Judaism failed 
the Jews because they aban- 
donéd. the faith of their 
father Abraham for their 


own tfaditions based upon 
good works. Abraham had 
faith by believing or trusting 
God’s word. “6And he 
believed in the LORD; and 
he counted it to him for 
righteousness.” (Gen 15:6). 
“3For what saith the  scrip- 
ture? Abraham believed 
God, and it was counted 
unto him for righteousness.” 
(Rom 4:32). 

Second, after abandoning 
the faith of Abraham, the 
Jews sought to be righteous 


before God by their own 


works of the = law. 
“<32Wherefore? Because 
they sought it not by faith, 
but as it were by the works 
of the law.”

Continued from 1B 
downstream to the starting 
line. 

Most teams will take four 
to seven minutes to com- 
plete the sprint course. 
Sprints for position will 
usually provide a strong 
forecast of which teams will 
reach the finish line first on 
Sunday during the C-2 race.
